President  Bill  Clinton  became 
embroiled  in  a  White  House  scan- 
dal that  led  to  Congressional 
hearings  on  possible  impeach- 
ment. It  all  started  when  Repub- 
lican attorney  Kenneth  Starr  was 
appointed  as  a  Special  Prosecu- 
tor to  investigate  President  and 
Hillary  Clinton's  failed  investment 
in  an  Arkansas  real  estate  ven- 
ture called  Whitewater.  A  grand 
jury  was  called  and  that  led  to 
several  other  investigations  that 
eventually  focused  on  accusa- 
tions that  the  President  was  in- 
volved in  obstruction  of  justice 
and  perjury.  He  was  accused  of 
having  an  18-month  sexual  rela- 
tionship with  Monica  Lewinsky, 
then  a  21 -year  old  White  House 
intern.  President  Clinton  eventu- 
ally did  admit  to  inappropriate  be- 
havior, but  Congress  pushed  for- 
ward to  bring  the  President  to  an 
impeachment  trial  in  the  Senate.

Vice  President  Al  Gore  managed  to  distance 
himself  from  the  grand  jury  investigation  of 
President  Clinton's  activities.  Gore  began  his 
political  career  when  he  was  elected  to  the 
House  of  Representatives  from  Tennessee  in 
1976  where  he  served  eight  years.  He  was 
elected  to  the  U.S.  Senate  in  1984.  He  was 
inaugurated  as  the  45""  Vice  President  of  the 
United  States  on  January  20,  1993. 


Representative  Bob  Livingston,  a  Republican  from  Louisiana, 
made  a  surprise  decision  to  leave  Congress  just  weeks  before  he 
was  to  become  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  In  the 
wake  of  the  Presidental  scandal,  he  stunned  his  colleagues  when 
he  announced  during  a  debate  to  impeach  President  Clinton  that  he 
had  extramarital  affairs  that  nearly  destroyed  his  33-year  marriage.

Her 
parents  operated  a  small  restau- 
rant and  club  where  the  children 
could  showcase  their  musical  tal- 
ents. Dion  rose  from  a  teenage 
nightclub  singer  to  an  award-win- 
ning superstar.  In  1990  she  made 
her  English-language  debut  with 
Unison. 
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Rap  impresario  Sean  "Puffy"  Combs,  also  known  as  Puff 
Daddy,  grew  up  in  Mount  Vernon,  NY.  While  attending 
Howard  University,  he  dreamed  of  becoming  a  rapper.  He 
moved  up  the  ranks  at  Uptown  Records  and  then  out  to 
form  his  own  label,  Bad  Boy  Entertainment,  which  sold 
nearly  1 2  million  albums  by  1 994.  In  1 997  Puff  Daddy  made 
his  long-awaited  debut  with  "No  Way  Out,"  which  featured 
guest  appearances  by  Notorious  B.I.G.  and  Busta 
Rhymes.  The  album  spawned  the  best-selling  single 
"Can't  Nobody  Hold  Me  Down"  and  quickly  went  platinum.

TOP.  Smashing  Pumpkins  be- 
gan as  a  duo  in  1988  with  Billy 
Corgan  and  guitarist  James  Iha. 
A  bass  player  and  a  drummer 
were  soon  added  and  the  group 
exploded  in  1 993  with  the  release 
of  the  multimillion-selling 
"Siamese  Dream."  After  some 
rocky  times,  the  band  came  back 
strong  and  won  a  IVITV  Video 
Music  Award.  The  group  went  on 
to  receive  seven  Grammy  nomi- 
nations and  notched  several  vic- 
tones  in  the  Rolling  Stone's  polls 
of  readers. 


BOTTOM,  George  Strait  became 
the  most-nominated  performer  in 
Country  Music  Association  history 
by  getting  five  nominations  in  a 
single  year,  including  one  as  Enter- 
tainer of  the  Year.  The  46-year  old 
Texas-based  traditional  country 
music  singer  won  47  CMA  award 
nominations  over  his  17-year  ca- 
reer, surpassing  Merle  Haggard's 
record  of  43.  Strait  has  won  ten  CMA 
awards,  including  Best  Male  Vocal- 
ist and  Best  Album  for  the  past  two 
years.  He  was  named  Best  Enter- 
tainer in  1989  and  1990. 
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arah  McLachlan  is  a  talented  Canadian  whose  worl<  is 
larked  by  expressiveness,  warmth  and  the  skillful  blend- 
g  of  moody  rock  and  folk.  Her  debut  album,  "Touch,"  in 
988,  quickly  got  her  a  lot  of  attention.  Her  latest  album, 
surfacing, "  debuted  at  Number  2  on  the  charts  and  quickly 
t  the  top  spot.  It  went  on  to  sell  more  than  three  million 
spies.  Nearly  a  year  after  its  release,  it  was  still  going 
Tong,  winning  McLachlan  two  Grammy  Awards. 


Much  has  been  said  about 
Courtney  Love's  formative 
years,  but  little  can  be  confirmed.

"It's  really  been  the  only  true  per- 
formance of  my  career  for  the  last 
four  years,  so  I  think  that  speaks 
volumes  for  what  it's  done  for  my 
career."

One  of  those  strikes  was  the  1996  bombing  of 
KhobarTowers,  a  U.S.  military  apartment  complex  in  the 
Saudi  Arabian  city  of  Dhahran.  Nineteen  servicemen 
were  killed  and  about  500  people  were  injured  in  the 
blast. 
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As  students  were  preparing  to  return  to  school  in  September,  the 
stock  market's  Dow  Jones  Industrial  Average  was  taking  a 
dive,  going  down  512  points  -  or  6  percent  -  in  one  day.  It  wasn't 
a  pretty  picture  on  Wall  Street.  Investors  saw  the  stock  market 
make  tremendous  gains  earlier  in  the  year.  But  during  the 
summer,  stocks  began  to  lose  value  and  by  early  fall  the  market 
had  lost  all  that  it  had  gained  during  the  year.

He  was  a  civil  rights  activist,  a  Baptist  minister,  a 
presidential  candidate  and  a  confidant  of  Presi- 
dent Clinton.  As  controversial  as  he  was  charis- 
matic, he  was  always  named  whenever  there  was 
talk  of  the  need  for  a  new  African-American  leader. 
He  was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  more  striking 
figures  in  American  public  life  in  the  late  twentieth 
century. 

Pope  John  Paul  II  began  his  21='  year  as  Pope  in 
the  fall  of  1 998.  The  78-year  old  pontiff  continued 
to  be  a  champion  of  economic  justice  and  an 
outspoken  defender  of  the  Catholic  Church  in 
Communist  countries  and  remained  uncompro- 
mising on  moral  issues.  Noted  for  his  energy  and 
analytical  ability,  he  traveled  to  many  countries, 
preaching  to  huge  audiences.  In  1981  he  survived 
an  assassination  attempt,  when  he  was  shot  dur- 
ing an  appearance  in  St.  Peter's  Square.

ABOVE.  As  a  blunt-talking  reformer  in  Moscow  in  the 
1 980s,  Boris  Keltsin  rapidly  set  about  renovating  the 
corrupt  political  scene.  In  1991  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  Russian  Federation,  a  position  he 
continued  to  hold  after  the  break-up  of  the  Soviet 
Union.  He  pressed  for  reform  and,  in  1993,  he 
received  a  firm  vote  of  confidence  and  proposed  a 
new  constitution  for  Russia.  He  remained  in  power 
despite  persistent  reports  of  failing  health  and  grow- 
ing opposition. 

LEFT.  Serving  his  tenth  term  in  Congress, 
Newt  Gingrich  was  the  first  Republican  to 
be  re-elected  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  since  1 928.

U.S.  Senator  Jolin  Glenn 
ended  his  long  career  in  the  Senate  with  a 
return  to  space.  Astronaut  Glenn,  77,  who 
made  a  pioneering  space  flight  in  1962, 
returned  to  space  in  November  1998, 
aboard  the  Discovery  on  a  1 0-day  mis- 
sion.

Brooks  Gates,  who  joined  the  faculty 
in  1964,  was  one  of  Elon's  senior  staff 
members.  In  1985,  he  was  named  assistant 
director  of  academic  advising  and  began 
developing  the  college's  institutional 
research  program. 

As  director  of  that  program,  he 
played  a  significant  role  in  providing  data  to 
assist  college  planning  and  evaluation 
efforts.  Gates  was  also  an  assistant  professor 
of  geography. 

"Brooks  was  such  a  quiet  mannered 
person,"  says  Jane  Fowler,  who  worked  with 
Gates  on  federal  and  state  reports.  "He  never 
got  upset  over  anything." 


Al  Carpenter 


When  Elon  Colege  faculty  and  staff  talk 
about  math  and  computer  science  professor  Al 
Carpenter,  the  word  devoted  is  often  used.  Al 
Carpenter,  45,  passed  away  on  November  14,  1998 
after  being  hospitalized  with  a  brain  hemmorage. 

"Al  was  the  most  devoted  faculty  member 
I've  ever  known.   He  lived  and  breathed  Elon  and 
teaching,"  says  Rosalind  Reichard,  the  dean 
of  math  and  sciences. 

Carpenter,  who  had  been  at  Elon  since  1983, 
had  a  repuation  for  excellent  teaching  and  for  caring 
for  his  students.  This  reputation  helped  him  to  win 
the  Daniels-Danieley  award,  Elon's  highest  honor 
for  teaching,  in  1989.  Carpenter  was  also 
instrumental  in  the  creation  of  the  Academic 
Summit  and  played  a  key  role  in  the  Summit's 
success. 

Carpenter  was  extremely  involved  in  the 
Elon  College  Community  Church  and  taught 
Sunday  school.  He  also  played  tennis  and  was 
taking  ballroom  dancing  lessons.  Al  Carpenter,  an 
esteemed  faculty  and  friend  will  surely  be  missed.

Dr.  Leo  Lambert,  Elon's  eighth  president ,  was  ready  to  face  the  expansion  of  Elon  College 
when  he  took  office  on  January  I.  During  the  Convocation  for  Honors  in  April,  the  college 
formally  dedicated  the  Dalton  L.  McMichael  Sr.  Science  Center.  Initially,  McMichael  wanted 
his  $3  million  gift  to  the  Campaign  for  the  Elon  Vision  to  remain  anonymous,  yet  aftering 
hearing  arguments  from  both  family  members  and  college  officials,  he  consented  to  them  using 
his  name.  Through  this  dedication,  Elon  was  able  to  recognize  McMichael's  desire  to  share  his 
good  fortune  with  future  generations  through  numerous  gifts  to  public  schools  and  colleges 
throughout  North  Carolina. 

Similarly,  in  May,  the  dedication  of  the  new  Carol  Grotnes  Belk  Library  was  a  celebration 
for  alumni,  parents,  friends,  faculty,  staff  and  especially  students.  Dr.  Lambert  expressed  his 
vision  when  saying  that  "it  would  be  an  opportunity  for  the  community  to  join  together  to 
commemorate  the  history  of  the  college  and  to  look  forward  to  the  challenges  and  opportunites 
of  the  21st  century."  Hundreds  of  students,  faculty,  and  staff  stood  in  the  rain  awaiting  the 
arrival  of  the  honored  guests  who  had  made  such  an  impact  on  the  Elon  College  campus.

Adam  Werbach,  who,  at  the  age  of  25, 
became  the  youngest  president  of  the  Sierra  Club, 
was  the  featured  speaker  at  this  year's 
commencement  on  Saturday,  May  22,  1999. 
Werbach  is  the  best  known  conservationist  of  his 
generation  having  recently  served  two  years  as 
president  of  the  Sierra  Club,  the  oldest  and  largest 
grass-roots  environmental  organization  in  the 
country.  Currently,  he  is  developing  nature 
television  projects  to  tell  what  he  calls  "the  greatest 
story  ever  told." 

Werbach  started  his  activism  in  the  second 
grade  by  circulating  a  petition  to  oust  Secretary 
of  Interior  James  Watt,  who  served  under 
President  Reagan.  As  a  high  school  student,  he 
founded  the  Sierra  Club's  national  student 
program,  the  Sierra  Student  Coalition.  Under  his 
leadership,  the  group  has  grown  to  30,000.  The 
main  theme  of  Werbach's  commencement  speech 
was  that  the  graduates  should  be  real  and  practical 
and  most  of  all,  always  be  a  kid  and  keep  an 
enthusiastic  and  positive  attitude.
